The cited art taken alone or In combination fails to teach the claims invention of purging 
a data base, related to a natural language constraint satisfaction problem, of nogoods 
involves representing a plurality of contexted disjunctions conjoined to form a 
conjunction of such disjunctions, and refining such disjunctions until such disjunctions 
are backtrack-free or the result of the conjunction of such disjunctions evaluated to 
false. 

The closest prior art (Christianson et al, USPN 6,102,969) teaches a method and 
system using infonmation written in a wrapper description language to execute query on 
a network wherein Christianson further teaches listing information sources according to 
relevance. Christianson does not teach Infomiatlon sources having variables whose 
expression only holds true in a given context or, Christianson does not teach contexted 
disjunctions, related operations and nogood databases.
